Rossant may 
have information in her possession concerning Alfred Sarant# it Is 
felt that VC have nothing to lose by Inteivlevlng her conceimlng 
her relations with Mrs. Ross aud Louise Sarant. It should be noted 
that Mrs. Rossant previously lived abroad for several years# spent 
tine In London# Paris# and Florence# Italy# and has numerous contacts 
in Europe. Further# mail covers hav e Indica ted that she has considerable 
foreign correspondence.
